GEIfE&AL GRANT AND THE SOUTH. 
General Grant has been down in Florida 
this week, visiting the chief places of the 
State, and it is refreshing to note that 
wherever he went be was received with 
marked cordiality. There seemed to be a 
sort cl a spontaneous uprising of the peo­ 
ple to receive him. Tho demonstrations 
in his honor were large, and things had 
the appearance of General Grant going 
home among old friends, with whom he 
had been intimately acquainted for years. 
At Fernandina, nearly all the prominent 
persons who took part in the reception were 
ez-Confederatcs. General W. G. M. Davis, 
who fought in the Confederate army, de­ 
livered the address of welcome, and did 
the task in a manner which deserves p tr - 
tit ular mention. General Davis said the 
visit of General Grant to the South was of 
great interest to that portion of our coun­ 
try, and he wanted him to see that Un­ 
people in that part of Florida were attend­ 
ing to their own business and were living 
in peace and happiness, IUvis acknowl­ 
edged the great service General Grant hid 
rendered the country, aud said they were 
of so important a character, that he coaid 
have no interest except for the J whole na­ 
tion alike. He gave General Grant a 
h earty welcome and pledged him the good 
wishes of the South.

A Story of A aron B urr. 


Burris said to have been by Mr. Barton, 
in his biography;, one of the most gen­ 
erous of iueu, aud fond of educating young 
people, 
lie gives a curious story in illus­ 
tration. 
“He was riding along in a curricle and 
)air, one day during his senatorial term, 
when one ot his horses lost a shoe ; and he 
stopped at the next blacksmith’s to have it 
replaced. It was a lonely country place 
not far irom Kingston, in Ulster county, 
New York. He strolled about while the 
blacksmith was at work, and, returning, 
saw* upon tho side of a stable near by a 
charcoal drawing of his own curricle and 
hoiscf. The picture which must have been | 
ext outed in a very few minutes, was won­ 
derfully accurate and spirited, and he stood 
admiring it for some time. Turning around 
he noticed a boy a little way off, dressed iu 
coarse homespun. 
‘‘Who did that 
inquired Burr, pointing 
to the picture. 
“I did it,” said the boy. 
The Kston'shcd traveller entered into 
conversation with the lad, fouud him in­ 
telligent, though ignorant, learned that he 
was born in the neighborhood, and had 
no instruction

Philadelphia KecorJ: Pe un iefe are scarce 
and the Mint cannot turn them out fast 
enough to sud ply the demand. 
Coins of 
this denomination are turned out only at 
the United Bute* mint iu this city, and 
from here the whole country is supplied. 
The penny is a moat important factor in 
the commerce of the country, much more 
than most people Imagine. 
Tho m>nt is 
six weeks behind in the orders for the 
supply ot the *e small com*, which is part 
owing to the tact that ail the available 
machinery is being used for other pur­ 
poses, and but a small part can be put to 
penny making. 
* Where do all the pennies co?” asked a 
Record reporter of a mint official yester­ 
day. 
“ Well,the hone car companies takoa 
good share of the supply, but we limit 
each company to $3!) worth per day. Then 
they are oblig'd to patch out with three 
cent pieces, ot which they aleo secure large 
quantities. Bet the merchants make the 
heaviest demands upon us, the great refill 
dry goods hou#** taking all they can get, 
and then crying tor more.” 
“ Where are the pennies not rued ?” 
questioned the reporter. 
'Well, there in no part of the United 
States hardly where they are not ase d was 
the reply; “but there rre 
some c ction 
where they are strangers, and are ss scarce 
as the gold dollars are here. In the South 
the penny is almost unknown, the smallest 
coin being a five cent piece. 
Re Gently, 
however, there has been some demand tor 
them from merchants in Alabama and 
Georgia. In the far west there is but little 
call for the penny, but when one go* a to 
St. Louis or east of that poi of, then the 
penny becomes a familiar friend 
Wher­ 
ever there are six cent fates OU tho street 
Care, thou there is a demand from that city 
tor peonies. 
Now, Louisville seldom, it 
ever calls upon us, while Cincinnati is 
coni inuilly crying for the one cent piece. 
New York consumes a big a lot, and so do 
the Eastern States. The twocent pieces 
was a gc: J help to cs tor a time, but none 
ot them have been coined tor ten years; 
aud all that are sent iu aud redeemed are 
recoined intJ one cent pie cen.” 
“it is a somewhat remarkable thing, but 
such is the fact,” continued the tfficial, 
“that competition lo trade induces and in­ 
creases the demand for pennies. 
When- 
ever trade is briskest, then the penny it 
needed most—that is retail trade. 
What 
the banks take from us although large, 
does noi fluctuate like the calls from tho 
tradesman. The Eastern States are the 
great penny centers, and it is only vs the 
population of the West increas e that it 
wauts pennies. The flve*c:nt piece Is the 
btaudard coin in tho West, but the penny 
is making inroads on it, and great on s, 
loo.”
